The above figures show that 
with all the debentures provid. 
ed for this year Edmonton has 
only attained 37 per cent. of 
her borrowing power. 
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Edmonton by her charter is allowed 
to borrow on general debt debentures 
to the extent of twenty per cent. sf 
her net assessment. ith the issue 
of all the necessary debentures for this 
year’s work, so far as is at present 
known, the municipality will have at- 
tained to only thirty-seven per cent. 
of her ‘borrowing power. In a city pos- 
sessing the future that Edmonton 
holds, with rapid growth in popula- 
tion aud land values such an indebt- 
edness is by no means alarming. Rath 
er does it reveal the faith of her citi- 
zens in that they sre willing to assume 
the financia! responsibilities that a 
fast-growing metropolis incurs. 

The net’ general debt debentures 
payable by general tax last year am- 
ounted to $1,365,832.56. Of the issue 
of this year $447,000 only are charge. 
able against this 20 per cent. limita- 
tion which makes a total up to the 
present time of $1,832,832.56, or 37 per 
cent. of the year’s net assessment. 
The assessment will be approximately 
$25,000,000, according to the state- 
ment of City Assessor McMillan to 
the bulletin. 

Civie debentures are in three class- 
es. General debt debentures glone are 
c he against the city’s credit. 
Public utility debentures are charge- 
able against the city’s utilities, such 
as water, elsctric light, wer, and 
street railway. Special debt deben- 
ttures are paid ‘by local improvement 
assessment. 

Thia year the total debentures issue 
reaches $1,482,500. Of this amount 
$447,000 is general debt debentures. 
The remainder is divided betfween 
public utility debentures and special

the soul of George Gould for a matter 
of nearly fifteen years. 

As Wall street figures it out, the 
coming marriage of Miss Gould to the 
younger mprentwive of ger ring Pa 
Drexel, will an easy solution to 
oe Goulds difficulties “tr the 
matter of the entrance of his railroad 
system to New York. The Drexels 
and the Morgans own a controlling in- 
terest in the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
its subsidiary companies and the 
companies which control its great coal 
output, 

Recently Judge Wm. H. Moore and 
Daniel G. Reid have figured in the 
purchase of Lehigh Valley stock, and 
at the present time are credited with 
controlling at least one quarter of the 
$40,000,000 stock outstanding. The 
Reid-Moore interests control the Rock 
Islatid road, and these facts lend 
color to the negotiations known to be 
in progress, whereby George _ Gould 
seeks to secure an outlet for his Wes- 
tern Pacific, Missouri Pacific and Wa- 
bash systems on the Atlantic coast.

TO HARNESS THE 
STURGEON RIVER 


Fort Saskatchewan Will be Lighted 
by Electricity Developed by 
Water Power. 


The Sturgeon river is shortly to be 
harnessed by the town of Fort Sas- 
katchewan, and a few months hence, 
electricity, generated by water power, 
will light the streets and houses and 
drive the machinery of that enterpris- 
ing municipality which will be the 
first in Western Canada to mine for 
“white coal.” 

While other towns and cities have 
been debating power development Fort 
Saskatchewan has been preparing a 
bracticable scheme, and on Thursday 
of this week, by the purchase of the 
necessary land through the mayor, Dr. 
Aylen and Ald. Wilkin, negotiations 
were completed for the building of a 
dam across the Sturgeon river at @ 
point five miles east of the town, and 
for the erection of a power house at 
the same _ point. 

T Foct Head. 


The river will tbe rained hy the dem 
to give a twenty-foot head of water 
and. it is the intention to instal a tur- 
bine plant capable of developing 300 
horse power, while the dam will be so 
constructed that an additional 300 
horse power may be develéped when 
required. 

The work will be proceeded with at 
Once under the supervision of Lam- 
bert Lynn, of Edmonton, engineer for 
the scheme, who will call @or tenders 
immediately, and it is expected that 
the plant wili be in operation in the 
course of a few months. The cost 4 
the initial plant. will be, in \ round 
figures, forty thousand dollars, “and 
it is roughly estimated that the venture 
will be the means of saving the town 
$4,000 per year, » sum more than sui 
ficient to pay for interest on alt money 
required for the installation. 

Power Will be Cheap. 

Electric power will be supplied to 
manufacturers and householders wf 
Fort Saskatchewan at a cheaper rate 
than at any other point in the west. 
Surplus power, if any, can be used to 
supply Bruderheim and neighboring 
towns. The introduction of the plant 
refecta great credit on the energetic 
mayor, Dr, Ayien, and the aldermen 


‘who. have been untiring in their ef- 


forts t realize the power scheme. 

About a year ago the town took over 
the franchise of the Ormond Higman 
company because of non-operation and 
the plant now used develops sufficient 
power to light the town, ‘but leaves 
no surplus for manufacturing —pur- 
poses, Cheap power will now be used 
as an inducement to manufacturers to 
locate in the town and this means, to- 
gether with the situation of the town 
should result in rapid growth. 

: Athabasca Power. 

Fort Saskatchewan leads the way 
with Edmonton and other cities to 
follow. It has been estimated by rex- 
perts, that from . 4 foot fall on the 
Athabasca river, less than 100 miles 
distant from Edmonton, sufficient 
power could be generated to make a 
city of a million people hum with 
electricity and drive radial railways 
throughout the country. : 


MONKS KEPT THE SECRET. 
Consequently State Had No Trade 
Mark to Sell. 


Prais, March 25.—The Lords Court 
of Appeal of the House of Lords, of 
which the Lord Chancellor is chair- 
man, and which is the highest court 
in Great Britain, today unanimous- 
ly dismissed what is known as the 
Chartreuse appeal case. The ques- 
tion was whether the appellants, M, 
Lecoutrier, the French liquidator, 
who had charge of the liquidation of 
the property ot the Carthusian monks, 
who manufacture this liqueur, and 
the company which succeeded him, 
were entitled to a trade mark so far 
as the United Kingdom was concern- 
ed. 
Jn the first instance, this claim 
was upheld, but the Appeal Court re- 
versed the decision of the lower court. 
The case was then carried to the 
House of Lords, and now the Lord 
Chancellor has finally decided that 
the Carthasian monks, who were ex- 
pelled from France under the Law 
of Associations, carried with them 
the secret of the manufacture of the 
famous liqueur and that the sale of 
the property by the French liquidator 
did not inelude the trade mark.

Some parts of the 
voleano, which covers nearly a hun- 
dred, square miles, are veiled in dence 
fogs, Terrific eruptions are going on, 
followed by a hail of red hot stones. 

Experts fear the commencement of 
© disastrous period of more activity. 

At midnight a peasant of Nicolesi 
reported how he saw the eruption be- 
gin. ‘I was in the valley of Gerols- 
mo, when I felt the earth shake. I was 
deafened by the terrible explosion. 
and covered by a rain of ashes. I fled 
from the voleano Jike a mad man. 
When I recovered my self possession. 
I turned and saw the lava coming 
down in great masses toward the 
plain.” 

Runs Five Miles. 

It now appears that Nicolsi is not 
threatened for the stream of lava is 
flowing toward the plain. It is now 
flowing towards Bel Passo. 

The streams from the four craters 
are now merging into one great river 
which has covered nearly five miles 
in the past 19 hours. This evening its 
speed has decicased to some 70 square 
yards an hour.

TWO MINISTERS 
IN WASHINGTON 


Fielding and Graham Are Conferring 
With Taft—No Hint of the 
Proposals. 


Washington, Mar. 25.—The final 
offer of tariff concessions by Canada 
to the United States will be made to 
President Taft tomorrow by Hon. W. 
S. Fielding, minister of finance, and 
Geo. P, Graham, minister of railways. 
who reported at Washington today 4s 
the emissaries of th. Canadian gov. 
ernment. 

The Dominion ministers with their 
families were the guests of the presi- 
dent at_an ‘informal dinner at the 
White House tonight. The tariff mat- 
ter was not taken up during the even- 
ing. The president will receive the 
two ministers tomorrow at the White 
House and the conference may extent 
over two or three days. The visit of 
Mr. Fielding and Mr. Graham to 
Washington is the outcome of the con- 
ference held between the former and 
President Taft at Albany last Sunday. 
The president gave the Dominion 
Ministers at that time concessions 
the United States would consider necs 
essary from Canada in order to rene 
der the latter country entitled to the 
minimum rates of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff laws ‘ 

Refused to Talk. 

While the two Canadian ministers 
tonight refused to indicate the nature 
of the proposals the ywill take it un- 
derstood they came with the authority 
of the Dominion cabinet to offer Can-— 
ada’s intermediate tariff rates on a 
number of American exports which 
will come seriously into competition, 
with Canadian producers.

DUM.DUM IS EXCELLED 
Shaerp-nesed German Missile 
Causes Terrible Wounds. 


London, Mar, 25.—Details have been 
received of-the new sharp-nosed bullet 
virtually adopted by the German 
army. The correspondent had an op- 
portunity Of seeing experiments made 
With it at one of the schools of mus- 
ketry some little while ago, 

The wounds made were terrible 
equal to the worst caused by the dum- 
dum or any other form of blint-nosed 
bullet. The restrictions of the Hague 
Convention are technically complied 
with in the construction of this mi»- 
sile, for it is fully enclosed with 4 
hard nickel skin drawn to a point as 
fine as that of a pin, From this 
point the slope to the full width of 
the bore is almost impreceptible, and 
this slightness of curve is what causes 
the worst results of a wound, for the 
least resistance is met givés rise to * 
deviation in direction and also throws 
the oullet off its axis.

COOK LETTER 


In tt Explorer Expressed an Opinion 


on Nathanie! Hawthorne.

letter is dated 670 eBdtord avenue. 
Brooklyn, April 11, 1904, and is ad- 
dressed to Ralph Waldo Stoddard, who 
in honor of the centenary Haw. 
thorne’s birth, ‘wrote to a large num 
ber of celebrities for their views as to 
the novelist's “standing as a literary 
man. Here isthe letter: ‘ 
Dear sir,—1 am an admirer of Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, and if the follow- 
ing is to your purpose, use it as you 
see fit; as a discoverer of new rivers 
among the complex streams of human 
life, Nathaniel Hawthorne will always 
be rated as a great explorer. Sin- 
cerely, (Signed).

ENLIST NEW BLOOD 


Great ts | Being Made in Ireland 
Says W. T. Steed—Young Men of 
North are Showing Open Mind 
Towards Home Rule. 


London, March 23 (by W. T. Stead). 
+I have just returned from Dublin, 
where I spent three days seeing every- 
one who was worth seeing in the Jrish 
capital, from the viceroy downward. 

First and most welcome of all news 
is the fact that according to universal 
adinission Ireland has never in the 
whole course of her history been 80 
prosperous and contented as she is 
today. After a long sojourn in the 
wiiderness of probation, Ireland seems 
now almost on the verge of the prur 
mised land. 

Work is Bearing Fruit, 

The great liberating work begun by 
the land league is now ‘bearing its 
proper fruits. I am assured by the 
highest authorities that improvernent 
in the culture of land is alrecdy very 
great. As you travel about the coun. 
try it is easy to see by the improved 
appearance of the fields and farm 
buildings, which farms have passed 
into their occupants’ ownership and 
which still pay rent. Whole districts 
have been so transformed that those 
who knew them thirty years since, 
would hardly recognize them today. 

Secondly, owing to the multifarious 
activities which sprang from the work 
of the recess committee an immensé 
stimulus has been given to the organi- 
zation of a mew social order based, 
not upon class ward, but upon a recog- 
nition of the mutual interdependence 
of all classes. One hundred thousand 
farmers out of 400,000 are now asso- 
cinted together in co-operative enter- 
prises of one kind and another. 

Creameries Restore Reputation. 

Creameries have restored the repu- 
tation and the price of Irish butter. 
The Irish poultry farm now more than 
holds its own with its rival in France 
and Denmark. Farmers are learning 
more and more the advantage of ‘buy- 
ing their fertilizers and their ma- 
chines through the co-operative s0- 
cieties. “The old social order, which 
was semi-feudal and ecclesiastical, is 
being replaced by a new social order 
essentially economi¢ and democratic. 

Thirdly, in the work of local govern- 
ment the county councils, the vari- 
ous boards dealing with education, 
sanitation and the telief of the poor 
have been revivified with a breath of 
democratic life. j 

Fourthly, the operation of buying 
the ldnd from the landlords and re- 
selling it to their tenants has been 
very successful. Altogether the Bri- 
tish government has advanced $220,- 
000,000 for this transaction. Applica- 
tions have been made for another 


$200,000,000, and it is expected thar; 


one billion dollars will be needed be- 
fore the last tenant has been convert- 
ed into a proprietor. 

Muct Widen its Range. 

Fifthly, no plutocracy such as Mr. 
Parnell wielded is possible in Ireland 
today. The spirit of the new order 
is abroad. The Irish parliamentary 
party bravely. endeavors to hold its 
own, but there are signs that it will 
have to widen its range and enlist 
new elements. : 

The old Orange fanaticism lingers, 
but in the Protestant north the 
younger men are showing an open 
mind toward home rule. , 

Bixthly, Lady Aberdeen’s magnifi- 
cent devotion in dedicating all her 
energ’@ to a crusade against tuber- 
culosis, which has long been the 
scourge of Ireland, is producing most 
satisfactory results. The fears enter- 
tained in some quarters that the cru- 
sade would keep tourists away from 
Ireland have been proved to be 
groundless, and none of the thousands 
that are expected this year need have 
any fear of tuberculosis. 

Lastly, the condition of the parties 
at Westminster is compelling a recon- 
sideration of the Unionst position 
with regard to home rule.

Instead 
of driving in state with his wifs 
and family he sent them ahead and 
then he came in ‘behind on a montor 
car. A man who does that eort of 
thing is no good in India.

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TWELVE LOST LIVES 
IN FIRE IN CHICAGO 


Trapped on Sixth Storey Eight Giris 
and Women and Four Men go to 
Their Death Before Eyes of 
Thousands Unable to Lend a Hand 
in Their Resgue. 


Chicago, Mar, 25--Trapped on the 
sixth storey of a burning building, 
occupied by the Fish Furniture éim- 
Pany, at 1906-1908 Wabash avenue, 
eight young girls and women and 
four men died today before the eyes 
of thousands of people who crowded 
the stréeté below, but who were un= 
able to lift} a hand to save them. 

Besides: the dead three persons were 
in front of the windows tacing Wabash 
avenue, with their clothing and hair 
ablaze, four of the young women 
Shrieked and cried out for the help 
which) was denied them. Men and 
women spectators ‘saw them tottering 
and falling as they breathed in the 
flames and smoke which enshrouded 
them. One of the most tragic deaths 
wes that oi Ethel Lichtenstein, ‘an 
18-year-old girl. 

Old- Fashioned Apparatus. 

Members of the fire department 
struggled in vai to raise a- nold-fash- 
joned extension ladder to the sixth 
floors, where the girls’ white faces 
could ‘be seen at intérvals when the 
smoke clouds lifted. The ladder was 
unwieldy and became entangled in 
guy wires which supported a high 
sign hanging in front of the building. 
“The girl’s clothing was ablaze and 
her cries for help rang shrilly above 
the roar of the fire enfiines and trum- 
Pet calls of the firemen, 

_ Of the others who perished none 
jumped to their death. Th*y died in 
the ames and smoke inside the build- 
ing and their bodies were carried 
down with tons of rubbish and burn- 
ing debris, when the floors started jal- 
ling. Eleven bodies were taken from 
the ruins by firemen, after the fire 
had burned itself out, They were so 
badly burned that identification by 
relatives an dfriends was only possible 
through bits of ciothing, jewelry cr 
gold fillings in their teeth. 

Charge Against Firemen. 

Before the flames had been extin- 
guished or the bodies of the fire-trap- 
ped vic''ms were taken (rom thie 
ruins of the big furniture store, a ery 
went up that the fire department by 
slowness in answering the alarm and 
not running up to the sixth floor im- 
mediately on arrival waa responsible 
for the death oi many of the victims, 
This charge was made by. Simon T. 
Fish, president of the Fish company, 
and was echoed by others. 

However,it was indignantly denied 
by Chief Huran and Battalion Chief 
Thos. O'Connor, who had charge of 
the firemen. They declared that the 
building was practically a fire trap; 
that the stirways were thin, wooden 
and intlammab!e and that the loss of 
Sa was wei A due to the fact that 

ere was only one, fire ese a 
old tahioned ladder affair in the reat 
of thé building. 

_ Investigation Started, 

An investigation, however, has been 
started. The fact that the building 
department records sbow that the 
Fish buildiing has not been inspected 
for at least two years, and perhaps 
longer. Coroner Hoffman will also 
dig into the rumors that a large am- 
ount of explosives were kept in the 
structure and that many of the egres- 
ses and windows were barred by iron 
shutters, and loads of furniture, but 
of the deeds of heroism which were 
performed none bore the stamp of 
bravery in a more striking manner 
than tae way in’ which Harry M. 
Mitchell, auditor of the company, sac- 
rificed yhis lite in a hopeless attempt 
to save the women and girls who were 
trapped on the fourth floor, when he 
could have escaped.
